I decline 
to believe that these purchases of space in the 
magazines are ever effected, although the imbe- 
cility ef much of the published verse is almost con- 
vincing.

The higher the 
terms of praise the higher usually the terms of pricé 
pa‘d for the indorsement. As most of the large 
manufacturers are after such letters, and willing to 
pty well for them,” they are easily obtained—often 
with the ludic. ous gwesuit that the same prima don- 
na sings, as it were, the praises of two or three 
piano men, Themost famous instance of this kind 
in recent years isthe letters Patti wrote for the 
Steinways and the Haines’ Hrothers. Me came 
here winter before last under the impression that 
her name alone wou)d fill a large ball, though the 
price of seats was exiipebitant. 80 she got a lot of 
broken down singers (gether and began in concert 
at Steinway hall. Th result was disastrous, But 
before that failure the#Ptein ways, knowing the yal- 
ue of her indorsemen§ procured a letterin which 
she lavished. praises Bpon the Sieinway pianos. 
After the failure of 1B concart programme, she 
came under Abby's mimagement; whereupon Na- 
asin with Abby, bought 


letters were published almost si- 
multaneously, and created considerable amuse- 
ment. Patti is said to have received $6,000 for each 
letter, Neither manufacturer was any better off 
for the expenditure. As in the case of a political 
campaign, the money spent by one party neutra- 
lized that spent by the other. The’ result is the 
same as if neither had spenta cent as far as effect 


on the public is concerned. Another 
amusing incident happened in ge: 
experience. When he came to is 


country, almost unknown, the Chickerings paid 
him to play on their pianosoaly. The contract ran 
foravear. At the end of that term, when he was 
famous, the Steinways offered him a larger sum and 
he went over to them. His desertion was probably 
inspired by Mr. Tretbar, of Steinway’s firm, whose 
wife admires the pianist so much that she has a 
plaster cast of his hand and wrist on her table. It 
is much cheaper to get the indorsement of German 
celebrities than of Italian singers, becaute the Ger 
mans are more modest in their demands. Every 
musician knows that Richard Wagner's or 
Liszt’s endorsement is more valuable than Patti's; 
yet the Steinways probably got letters from these 
masters by simply sending them a piano. Then 
they got another letter from each by taking the 
piano back to their factory and attaching their new 
tone-pulsator, with which they returned the istru- 
ments to the masters, who naturally wrote to 
thank forthe improvemert. Pianists like S. B. 
Mills reccive their room in the warehouse rent free 
while Theodore Thomas gets Steinway hall for all 
his concerts. Weber made acontract with Dam- 
rosch last season that only his pianos shouid be 
used at the Sympheny society concerts. This shut 
out such great favorites as Joseffy, the most popu- 
lar pianistin New York. 
A NEW YORK BELLE OF 1843. 

The picture ofa New York belle of 1843 set a 
lady, who had dressed fashionably at that time, to 
talking on the subject. The depiction showed wo- 
men in baloon skirts and scarcely auy hats, so that 
they may be said to have begun all over the 
ground, and run upward almost toa point, like a 
funnel upside down. But the little girls had tre- 
mendous hats, long waists, short skirts, and thence 
down to the tops of their shoes wore garments like 
white male trousers. ‘I have seen thousands of 
girls dressed like that,” she said, ‘“‘all parading 
through the streets on what we used to call anni- 
versary day—the annual holiday of the Sunday 
schools, which is still kept up in Brooklyn and ~9> 


othersuburbs. What you call trousers are panta- 
lettes made of muslin or naftkeen, and 
mere or less elaborately ornamented. 


They buttoned on the ends of the drawer at the 
kaee, and came down tothe instep. The wacher- 
women used to iron them flat, so that they ruggested 
that the wearer had been pressed under a board 
But I wouldn’t have that, and had them ironed 
stiff and round, like a section of stove pipe. There 
they used to stand on my wardrobe shelf, the envy 
and admiration of all the little girls in my 
daughter's circle of acquaintances. We adults 
wore low-necked and short-sleeved dresses; with 
long plain waists,-and mitts reaching to our elbows. 


For shoes we affected what we 
call buskins—something like the present 
Newport ties—and it -was the fashion for 


them to turn upat the toes. 1 used to get mine a 
good deat too longandthen keep them squeezed 
up against jthe wall, with something heavy behind 
them, when I did not have them on my feet. Men 


| talk agreat deal about tees ieee of deport- 


ment nowadays, but in 1843 it w he fashion to 
swing your dressas you walked. It wasa trick of 
the gait vo set the back of your skirtsswaying to 
and fro asfarand as gracefully as possible. We 
could do it best with those enormous hoops you see 
in the pictures of forty years ago. The dresses were 
distended with whalebone, and that was a humane 
device to prevent us all from killing ourselves for 
fashion ssake. We produced the same effect by pil. 
ing on skirts, a dozen atatime. They were muslin, 
but went one above the other, and so produced a 
cririous elevation into which the waist sank. Then 
there was a saussge-shaped bustle. J read a great 
deal about abuses in dressand proposed reforms 
but now there is nothing new in it.The doctors made 
such a fuss in those days about the heavy layers of 
petticoats that atlergth the desired shape was 
achieved by taking one voluminous 
skirt and running whalebones inio it, 
small at the top but bigger and bigger toward the 
bottom, until the last bone was three yards long. 
Three such skirts took the width of the Broadway 
sidewalk, and if you had seen them swinging along 
you would have nothing to say against anything at 
present worn, There is scarcely a fashion now in 
vogue that does not aim intelligently at graceful 
outlines.’ 

However, it would never do to admit that our 
fashionable women are anywhere near reasonable 
in dress, else what would a large proportion of the 
professional reformers do fora hobby?

A SUNDAY WITHIN THE WALLS OF 
SUCHOW. 


The Christien Quarter of the BuddhistCity—Falow- 
Missionaries and How They are Situated— 
Telephone Communicstion—& Ruined 
Tempie—The Customs of the Chinese. 


Special to The Constitution. 

SueHow, China, April 15,—The Southern 
Methodist Mission has chosen Suchow for 
one of its centers of work. The present 
policy of this mission is to locate its mission- 
aries in well selected centers, from which 
they can extend their work in all the region 
round about. By this policy the missionaries 
are not isolated, but are thrown together in 
communities, and have all the benefits that 
can come from association with their fellow 
laborers. Also should any missionary’s duty 
call him away from home, and it often does, 
his family is not-left alone and unprotected. 


To be strongly established thus 
in , centers, also —_ gives to the 
missionary work an influence that can 


scarcely be gained by isolated missionaries, 
scattered here and there. This is especially 
true ina country as densely populated as 
China. 

After a walk of about a mile, we got on the 


boat again, and in a little while were at the 
mission headquarters. Rey, C. F. Reid, the 
presiding elder of the Suchow district, met us 
at the boat, and took us directly to his house, 

iving ms a most cordial welcome. We had 
aa a real pleasant time on the. boat, but as 
it was Saturday night there wasa feeling of 
comfort and satisfaction in the fact that we 
were out of the boat and in a Christain home. 

The next day we had a good view of the 
mission quarters and the mission work- 
{ can conceive of no better arrangement 
than that followed here in Luchow by the 
Southern Methodist mission for the location 
with the residing elder’s house is 
the + 7 g a neat mission 
vuildings. In the same compound 
structure, conveniently arranged inside. It 
ovens directly upon the street. Nearly oppo- 
site Mr. Reid’s, a little to the left, is a large 
building, erected by the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary society, with accommodation for 
five ladies, whom they propose to send out 
soon. This building is at present occupied by 
Dr. W. R. Lambuth. Dr. Park of Georgia is 
boarding with him. Justin front of this house, 
in the same compound, is the Girl’s boarding 
school, at present under the care 
of: Mrs. A. P. Parker. Again, nearly 
opposite Mr. Reid’s, a little to the right is the 
boy's boarding school, under the charge of 
Rev. A. P. Parker. In the same compound, 
and inst beyond the school house, is Mr, Par- 
ker’s residence. There is a vacant lot between 
the property of the W. F. M.S. and Mr. 
Parker’s place. Again on the same side of 
the street with Mr. Reid, and just beyond Mr. 
Parker’s, Dr. W. R. Lambuth’s residence is 
being erected, and just beyond his residence, 
extensive hospital buildingsare now going up. 
The buildings are all substantial, and present 
a good appearance. The plan cn which 
they are built, for compactiess and conven- 
‘ence, can scarcely be excelled. By using 
y Chinese toy drufis, and twine -strings,-the + 
missionaries have established telephonic com- 
munication between the several establish- 
ments, which is a great convenience. To the 
Chinese it isa mystery beyond all solution. 
They can't believe that.the string used is only 
a piece of twine. To them there issomething 
magical about the whole affair. 

A CHINESE SUNDAY-SCHOOL. 

When we went into the Sunday-school at 
10 o'clock, we got a glimpse of the work being 
done by the missionaries. The church was 
comfortably filled, and the school cconducted 
very much as Sunday-schools at home. In 
the corner to the left of the pulpit were Mrs. 
Parker’s girls—a bright class, with Dr. Lam- 
buth as teacher. Here and there over the 
house were classes of boys from Mr. Parker’s 
school. Mrs. Parker took charge of the wo- 
men who came in, and Mr. Reid looked after 
the men. The singing wasgood. Oneof Mr. 
Parker’s boys presided at the organ. I had 
never seen a Cninese in that position before, 
but be filled it well. The entire conduct of 
the school left upon one the impression that 
real, solid work was being done. At 11 
o clock, Dr. Allen preached to a good congre- 
gation. In the afternoon he and I went with 
Mr. Reid to two of his street chapels, and at 
both places there were gvod and attentive 
congregations. The hospital work here, 
though still in its infancy, is adding consider- 
ably to the influence of the mission. When 
the buildings are finished and fall facilities 
given fer this work; and when the W. F. M. 
S. send out the ladies to occupy their build- 
ing, I think one can safely say that the work 
done will tell towards China’s salvation. 

Atan English service, or rather, service in 
Englisb, held at Mr. Reid’s at night, I had the 
pleasure of meeting Messrs. Fitch and Hayes, 
of the Northern Presbyterian church, and Mr. 
Davis of the Southern Presbyterian. They 
seem earnest, capable men, and I understand 
are pushing their work forward, Miss Safford, 
from Greenesboro, Ga,, and of the Southern 
Presbyterian church, is also located in 
Suchow, but I did not have the pleasure of 
meeting her. Before many years, as the work 
is now going on, Christian influence will be 
decidedly felt in and around Suchow. 

On Monday I thought I would see che sights 
about Suchow, but a steady rain set in in the 
morning, disappointing me very much. Still, 
having Mr. Reid —a man who does not know 
how to give a thing up when he once under 
takes it—for my guide, we wrapped up and 
started out. He was determined that I should 
see something of Suchow, and I was equally 
anxious todo so. We turned our steps first 
toward the large temple in the center of the 
city. It was some distance to’it, and the way 
was along the narrow, dirty, slippery, Chinese 
streets, which were not atall improved by the 
rain. It is just impossible to describe one of 
these streets; one must be on them with eyes 
and ears and nose, all on the alert, for sights 
and sounds and smells, before he can fully 
appreciate the thing. Since I have been on 
these streets, J am not at all surprised that 
the better class of Chinese do not allow the 
women of their families to be seen on them, 
not considering it respectable. I agree with 
them fully in this; it is not respectable. It 
is impossible for a woman to waik along the 
streets of any Chinese town without being 
forced to see many things most offensive to 
common decency. “And so long as the men 
of China are what they are, and so long as 
the public morals are at such a low ebb, the 
best place for woman is in the house, and not 
eut on the streets. As things are now in 
China, to remove the present restrictions; to 
do away with the seclusion of wonian, would 
minieee only to woman's degradation and 
shame, and not to her advancement and 
honor. Our nineteenth century civilization, 
with all its freedom and advanced ideas, can- 
not be brought into China ail at once, for 
China is not ready for it. Some eine re- 
quire time—some things must grow. Hard, 
arudging work must be done bere by mijssion- 
aries, for which both time and patience is re- 
quired before the renovation and reformation

While Christianity must and will conquer this 
country, and is now doing real effective work 
in that direction, it will be years yet before 
the state of things so often pictured at home 
as existing here, by those who are not inform- 
ed, really exist.

CANARY BIRDS. 


How te Take Care of and Raise the Pets Valuable 
nformation. 


From the New York World. 

The greatest favorite among birds appears to 
be the canary. The best singing varieties— 
which isa member of thefinch family—are 
imported from Germany, principally from the 
Hartz mountains, where they are bred by the 

easantry by the hundreds of thousands year- 

y. and from there are shipped to this coun- 

try, England, France and evento Australia. 
This bird had its origin in the Canaryfislands, 
where its color is of a greenish gray. 

It was first introduced into Europe in the 
sixteenth century, where their notes, particu- 
larly in Germany, were greatly improved by 
raising them in rooms where other birds— 
such as nightingales, woodlarks, skylarks, and 
the like—were commonly kept. They would 
take some notes from each bird, and by mix 
ing these notes the canary has attained the 
beautiful and varied song transmitted to ite 
descendants. When the composed songof the 
canary was thought completed the. use of 
other birds was not deemed requisite, as the 
young ones learned from their parents. ~~ * 

Instead of a succession of: noisy notes the 
bird should know how, with a silvery sonor-? 
ous voice, to descend regularly through all te” 
tones of the octave,. and the whole song 
should consist of about twenty notes, the 
most admired of which are the bow-trill, the 
bell note and woodlark note. 

To raise such birds the breeder must be a 
good judge himself, and must not put togeth- 
er birds having unpleasant notes. He should 
also keep one or two of bis very best singers 
in separete cages near the breeding room or 
cage, which will be the teachers of the 
young. 

From the ist, of June, 1882, to the end of 
May this year, 95,000 canaries were imported 
into New York, of which one firm bought 
85,000, 

The two varities most prized by amateurs 
are the Jonguiland the Meally, combining 
the greatest beauty in color and exéellencein 
song. The long breed, or French canary, is 
now almost out of favor, and but. few of the 
kind are to be seen in this country, although 
they bring a much higher price owing to the 
dfficulty in breeding them. 

This leads many people to believe that they 
must consequently be much better singers, 
but such is not the fact, for the song is much 
inferior to the other. 

The price for male canaries varies according 
to the size, age and song—from $209 up to 
$25 each—and for females froni75 cénts “té 
$1. 

The canary, asa domesticated bird, is the 
easiest of all uthers to take careof. The treat. 
ment they require is mostsimple and certain: 
ly the best known, but there are many per- 
sons whose ideas on this subject are very 
limited ang, what is worse very erroneous. 

Asto their food, the most @imple and 
natural it is the better and more conducive 
to good health and cheerfulness. Mixtures 
such as rape, millet, hemp, canary, poppy, 
lettuce, oatmeal, oats, sugar, sweet cake, 
biscuit and such like, so far from being whole- 
some, as some people think, are very un- 
wholesome; it spoils their taste for their 
natural food, weakens the stomach, ,renders 
them feeble, sickly and incapable of bearing 
moulting, under which they frequently die. 

The best food is a mixtureof rape and 
canary and a little green stuff, such as chick 
weed, lettuce or cabbage in season, or sweet 
apple in winter. The main point, however, 
as to obtain pure and fresh seed. Kape-seed, 
when oldor kept too long ina damp place, 
becomes musty, gets a bitter taste, and does 
not agree with the birds. The bestsortis the 
German summer rape, which has a nut-iike 
flavor in distinction from the Enghsh, which 
tastes somewhat like mustard. The canary 
seed should be clean and have a glossy hue, 
free from musty smell and have a sweet 
taste. 

The cage should be daily supplied with 
fresh water, both of bathing and drinking, 
and the cage bottom be cleaned out at least 
once a. week and be covered over with dr 
gravel, which the birds freely pick, and which 
helps digestion. 


The perches should be kept! Nean. The 
bird’s feet should be occasionally examined, 


taken carefully out of the cage and the dirt 
washed off by soaking in lukewarm water. 

The claws. if too long, should be cut with a 
pair of sharp scissors, care being taken not to 
draw blood; the same with an overgrown 
bill. 

Canaries, if keptfor singing alone, should 
be placed in cages ofabout a foot in diameter, 
either round or square, as in larger cages they 
do not sing so weil or soconstantly, having 
too much room to fly about and amuse them 
selves, which takes away their attention from 
singing. 

It is not necessary to keep these birds in a 
very warm room in winter, as they can en- 
dure a great deal of cold witbout injury but 
they should not be removed from a cold room 
to a warm one, or vice versa, but be kept in as 
equal a temperature as possible and free from 
draught. 

In the summer it is well to keep the bird in 
the fresh air, but shaded from the sun and 
rain. 

They begin to pair about the middle of Feb- 
ruary. The female lays from two to six eggs 
and the time four incubation is thirteen to 
fourteen days. While breeding they should 
be fed with hard-boiled eggs, chopped fine, 
yelk and white together, as wellas their regu- 
jar seed. Itis wrongto take the eggs from 
under the hen while sheis laying, as many 
people do, for the purpose of hatching them 
at one time.

The purchaser 
bought another valuable calf at the American 
institute sale, and we have agreed to keep the 
three animals, although at a risk, until cool 
weather. Mr. Darling secures a handsome in- 
come from his sale of stock.”’ 

‘‘Who owns the most valuable Jersey?” 

‘‘Mr. Shoemaker, of Baltimore, is under- 
stood to have paid the highest price for a cow. 
He bought Khedive’s Primrcse, an animal 
not quite 3 years old, for $5,100 but the extra- 
ordinary sale of 118 animals at the American 
institute for $113,370, or an average of $952.68 
each, is to be explained by the fact that they 
were the last of the famous Coomassies of the 
island of Jersey. All membersof that family 
have greatly appreciated in value recently. 
Ramapo, the leader of the Houghton farm 
herd, could not be bought for $8,000, although 
he is nat yet 4 years old, and what would have 
been thought an exorbitant price twoor three 
— ago. The fact that Khedive’s Primrose 

rought $5,100 is not proof that she is the most 
valuable cow now living, for many Jerseys 
are worth double the amount for which they 
were sold afew years ago. 

“What effect ddes the fashion of Jerseys 
have in the improvement of the stock of the 
whole country ?’’ 
‘It must gradually raise the grade of cattle, 
for animals of fine blood are being distributed 
over all parts of the country. It does not pay, 
as I have already.said, to purchase the finest 
Jerseys for the production of butter and cheese 
as a business, but there is a demand for better 
cattle everywhere, and if the distribution of 
superior stock continues, this will ultimately 
become a famous land for the quality as well as 
for the quantity of its cattle. The interest of 
men of wealth in fine stock is of great advan- 
tage to the country.” 3 

NEW YORK AND ORANGE COUNTY. 
Unusual interest had been felt among city 
people in the agriculture of New York since 
the announcement that the state ranks next 
to Illinois in number of farms, having 241,- 
058,,and in some important products of the 
soil holds the first rank. The aggregate value 
of its farm products during the year before 
the last census was $178,025,695. It raises 
more than one-third of the buckwheat of the 
entire country. It also produces one-fifth of 
the nation’s potatoes. It is the greatest fruit 
growing state, its fruit crop being about one- 
eighth of that ofthe entire country. Itisalso 
the greatest dairy state, producing more than 
one-seventh of the nation’s butter and nearly 
one-third of its cheese. 
New York city consumes 45,000,000 gallons 
of milk annually, and almost one-half of this 
amount is brought from Orange county. The 
state has 1,437,855 milch cows, and 46,154 of 
them are in Orange county, which sells more 
milk than any other county in the state. The 
relation of the county to New York city is 
therefore of the utmost importance. 
During the rehearsal of these statistics the 
train had reached the Ramape. and Major 
Alvord remarked, as he gazed into the crystal 
stream, that water of such purity deserves a 
better use than to be taken to New York tosup- 
press fires in the great drygoods district. He 
disclaimed apy personal hostility to the 
scheme, however, since there isa watershed 
between the Ramapo and the Awessima, the 
latter being the stream in whose valley Hough- 
‘ton farm is situuted. Quite naturally, the 
Ramapo project is not regarded with enthusi- 
asm by the people living along its banks. 
‘‘Major Alvord, you livé in the heart of 
Orange county and are familiar with almost 
every phase of agriculture. Tell the people of 
New York about the reijations of your county 
to the city and abvut the progress of scientific 
agriculture generally.’’ 

‘There is nothing very pleasant to com- 
municate to the people of your city about 
their relation to Orange county, certainly,”’ 
was the reply to the question with which the 
conversatisn was resumed. 

‘Do all the farmers water their milk?” 
“Very tew of them, I think. But watered 
milk is not the worst that is sold. Some milk 
will bear watering, and, in fact, needs it. The 
milk of a Jersey will kill a calf, and it is 
much too rich food for babes until it has been 
diluted,”’ ' 
‘“Whatis it that is worse than watered 
milk?’ 

“Skimmed milk, Orange county has 46,154 
cows, according to the census, and produces 
1,221,295 pounds of butter, of which only 
«10,000 pounds are produced on the 4,357 
farms of the county. Nearly 1;00,000 pounds 
of butter are produced by about seventy five 
creameries. What do these concerns do with 
their skimmed milk?’ 

“Feed it to the calves, perhaps.’’ 

‘No calves are raised in Orange county. 
The skimmed milk is sent to the city to be 
sold, except what is used for cheese. The 
creameries and the city dealers perpetrate the 
ss frauds for which farmers are condemn- 


“You say no calves are raised in your coun- 
ty, except those of fine blood; what is the age 
of average veal?’ 

‘Five days.” 

“Are you serious?’ 

“IT have known aborted calves to be sent to 
market as veal.’’ 

“But how do the farmers keep full berds?’’ 

“They buy cows from the west. As soon as 
milk is fit for use, which is about five days 
after a cow has a calf, they kill the calf and 
begin to send the milk to the city. The cows 
they buy are selected wholly for quantity, not 
quality of milk, and they are given high feed 
so as to stimulate the flow of milk, and ‘as 
soon as they run down—which isa short time 
—they are killed and sent to market as beef, 
The whole system is very bad, ruinous to the 
farmers and hartful as well as disgusting to 
consumers in the city.”

“Is there a growth 
forming as a business?” 

“There certainly is, and evidence of the fact 
is seen not only in the work of agricultural 
schools, but algo in the number of persons ap- 
plying fat instruction on scientifically con 
ducted farms. Agriculture isa business to be 


‘| learned with as much care as almost any 


other. At Houghton farm we have several 
farm pupils, as iey are called in England. 
Young men who desire to learn farming come 
to us to remain one or two years 
may be trained for their life work. At first 
they pay for their board, and after a time they 
become useful enough to earn what they re- 
ceive. A young man who helda fine position 
with Phelps, Dodge & Co. in New York was 
one of our pupils. He prefered agriculture to 
a mercantile life, and he came here to fit him- 
self for his chosen occupation. Another of 
our pupils is Shosuke Sarto, of Japan, and 
when he bas finished his course of practice 
here he will have charge of the farm of the 
Japanese agricultural college. He hasalready 
had extensive training, theoretically. He is 
éxtraordinarlly intelligent.”’ : 

‘What is the effect of the system of state 
agricultural colleges?’’ 

“Tam most familiar with the Massachu- 
setts institution at Amherst, having been con- 
nected with it several years. It is recognized 
as a great benefit to the agriculture of the Old 
Bay state. The Michigan agricultural college 
is also well and favorably known, and similar 
institutions in all the states will doubtless be- 
come well established in time.’’ 

SCIENCE AND AGRICULTURE, 

‘‘What good is accomplished by the gi ee 
mentof agriculture at Washington, Major 
Alvore?”’ 

“Tt might accomplish great good if properly 
conducted,” 

‘Ig the work of the state boardsof agricul 
ture any more satisfactory?’ 

‘The work of the New York agricultural 
experiment station at Geneva is certainly 
satisfactory. Dr. E. L. Sturtevant, who has 
charge of the work, is certainly the right man 
in the right place. One discovery made by 
him is worth a great many times the $20,000 
allowed by the legislature for the support of 
his work. It has always been the custom to 
plant the centre kernels of an ear of corn, 
while the butt and tip kernels have been 
carefully excluded from the seed. But Dr. 
Sturtevant has discovered that the .best crop 
can be grown from the very kernels which 
haye always been rejected. To establish the 
new theory he has requested farmers to plant 
rows of corn side by side from different parts 
of the same ear, in order that they may be 
convinced that the butt and tip kernels will 
produce more and better corn than will the 
centre kernels.”’ 

‘What advantage has resulted from the ex- 
periment department of Houghton farm?” 

‘‘Well, to name but one at present, we have 
found that animal manure affects the tem- 
perature of the soil so much more than the 
various artificial fertilizers that its use is es- 
pecially desirable for crops which must be in 
the ground early in the spring or Jate in the 
autumn. But we have nine acres exclusive- 
ly devoted to experiments, the number of 
which is very large. Professor Penhallow, the 
botanist and chemist of the farm, isnow mak- 
ing avery careful study of soil tempera- 
tures.”’ : 

“TI am devoting special attention to pear 
blight at tne present time,’ said Professor 
Penhollow, when visited in his laboratory. 
‘‘My investigation of peach ‘yellows’ con- 
vinced me that the disease is the result of 
starvation of the soil, and can be overcome by 
systematic feeding. It is my suspicion that 
ear blight is attributable to the same cause, 
ut a laborious course of investigation, in- 
cluding a long series of chemical analyses, 
will be necessary before a decision can be 
rendered, If the Houghton farm experiments 
do nothing more than teach fruit growers how 
to protect themselves from loss by peach ‘yel- 
lows’ and pear blight, Mr. Valentine will feel 
well repaid for all the expense incurred,” 

“It isa mistake to suppose that this is a 
fancy farm,’ explained Major Alvord. ‘‘I 
conduct itin a business-like way and for 
profit, being virtually Mr. Valentine's tenant, 


although lam known as general manager, 
The farm is divided into three departments— fF 


Mr. Valentine’s residence, the experiment 
department and the farm preper, each dis- 
tinct from the ctherin its finances. Thus it 
is possible to demonstrate the theories which 
we embrace, and convince farmers that scien- 
tific farming really pays.’’ 
HOW HOUGHTON FARM WAS FOUNDED, 

“My first purpose in making the farm what 
it is.’ said Mr. Lawson Valentine, ‘‘was to es- 
tablish an experiment station which might 
contribute something to the promotion of the 
agriculturaLinoterest of the country. My second 
purpose was to secure a pleasant home in the 
country. I was greatly pleased with this val- 
ley when I first passed through it, and when I 
found that this property, formerly owned by 
Mr. Berdell, of the Erie railway, was in the 
market I purchased it.’ 

‘‘Yes,’”’ said Mrs. Valentine, ‘“‘my husband 
told me more than twenty years ago, when 
we lived in Boston, that he meant to do some- 
thing for agriculture some time, and his in- 
tention then was to establish an experiment 
farm in Massachusetts; but business required 
his removal to New York, and so he selected 
this place for the execution of his plan.”’ 

Houghton farm is fifty miles from the city, : 
on what is known as the ‘Short Cut” railway, 
which runs from Greenwood junction, near 
Paterson, to Newburg. The farm consists of 
something more than 600 acres and occupies 
the whole width of the valley of the Awessima, 
the stream which pours into the Hudson, 
through the Moodna, just above Cornwall, 
the clearest of water from thousands of hill- 
side springs. The Skunrnemunk, on the west, 
rises about 1,500 feet above the level of the 
Hudson at West Point, seven miles directly 
east from Houghton farm, andthe hill on the 
other side of the valley of the Awessima is 
surmounted by a rustic observatory, which: 
commands a magnificent view, and from 
Camp Tip-Top the glimmer of the Hudson 
can be distinctly seen, and the Catskill 
mountains loom up to the northward. Mr. 
Valentine has made large expenditures in 
buildings and other improvements, and al- 
though a great flood feffected much damage 
a year ago, the farm is soattractive, that, with 
his family, he leaves his city residence, No. 4° 
Fifth avenue, early in the spring, and remains 
away till late in autumn. 

Like the experiment farm established at 
Rothamsted, England, by Drs. Lawes and Gil- 
bert, Houghton farm isa private enterprise 
devoted chiefly to the public good, an 
visitors are always welcomed, it being the sole 
duty of one employe during the summer 
months to act,as guide. 

Among the interesting experiments now be- 
ing tried is one suggested to Mr. Valentine by 
Darwin in his description of his travels in 
South America. The distinguished scientist 
observed that shepherds put young pups to 
ewes to be suckled, and that dogs thus reared 
always remain with the flock. A shepherd 
dog is now the mother of an interesting young 
family at Houghton farm, and two of the 
pups are to be transferred to the care of an ewe 
that has lot her Jamb, in order thatthey may 

row up as guardians of the flock of south- 

own sheep which ragble upon the hills of 
the estate.

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THE McGOEBCH HOUSE GOES UNDER 
THE WatTER. 


e Tumbling cf Prices—Dealere Skirmishing Around 
—- Get oa the Safe Side of the Market-The 
Rifect on Other Productse—The Latest 
Developmente—State of the Market. 


Curcaco, June 16.—A season of extraordinary ex- 
citement prevailed on, change immediately afte 
opening this morning by a rumor that the firm of 
operators, McGeoch, Everingham & Co., who had 
for a long time been looked upon as the heaviest 
dealers in lard and other provisions on the Chicago 
board, had failed. This was verified in a measure 
soon afterward by a member of the firm cir 
culating about on the floor of the exchange 
notifying all with whom they were inter 
ested in provision deals to close out, Something in 
the nature of a panic appeared to seize the provis- 
ion corner and for a time all interest in other 
trading was lost. The effect was to be seen at once 
in the quotations of lard and July options, which 
yesterday ran up to $11,574, and closed steady at 
$11.50—sold down to $10.65 as tho initial drop, and 
then kept on the descending scale until $9.20 was 
reached, which would be cqual in point of com- 
parison to a drop of 40 cents per bushel in wheat. 
Other options felt the effect in like manner, but all 
in a measure somewhat recovered in tone, and at 
11 o'clock July option had gone back to $9.55, but 
subsequently again declined to $9 50, An effort to 
ascertain the extent to which McGeoch, Evering- 
ham &Co., had been operating, failed both upon 
application to the firm and to the members of the 
board of trade, but a careful inquiry shows it to 
have been unusually heavy, and the loss under the 
broken market proportionately large. The firm js 
also reported to have been dealing heavily in wheat 
Dut this morning it announced its ability to care 
for all its debts in this commodity, being on the 
winning side as market now stands, Grain appear 
ed to feel the effect of the drop in lard on the early 
market, and all kinds were quoted as easier but not 
sensibiy lower. 

RUMORS OF OTHER FAILURES, 

The failing market brought in its train plenty of 
rumors of olher impending failures, but to 11:30 
o'clock, there was nothing definite to report, and 
members of the broken firm deciared to an associ- 
ated press representative that they would make no 
statement of any kind before to morrow. Peter Mc- 
Geoch, head of the firm, isa resident of Milwau- 
kee, and is familiarly styled *‘Milwaukee milk- 
man.’ Heisreputed to have been the leaderin 
a number of daring bull movements on both the 
Milwaukee and Chicago markets, and failed here 
two years ago.

The Ruin of a Young Girl and a Sheoting Affray 
Between Mer Father and Her Uctrayer.

and a tragedy prevented. The seduction was 
stoutly densed by Miss Kay,and herirate father 
was quite at a loss to know whom to call tu account, 
The whole truth came to light last night, however. 
by afullaud detailed confession from the girl to 
her parents. . 

The story reveals the premeditated and fully 
planped and fiuaily accomplisbed ruin of the 
unf-rtupate girl, who is the possessor of rare beauty, 
and against whose fair name nothing has ever be- 
fore been said.

Fioyd madea positive refusal and the shoot- 
ing began. Floyd in anticipation of what was 
coming had a cocked pistolin his hand in his coat 
pocket and fired as Kay was drawing his pistol 
irom his hip pocket. The ftiring 
was in quick succession, Floyd | firing 
three times aud Kay twice. Kay's second shot took 
effect in Floya’s right side and a third spot from 
Kay’s pistol, which would doubtless have proven 
fatal, wes prevented by the seizure of Kay’s hand 
and pisiol by others present. Kay was not hit. 
F loyd’s second shot penetrated the right arm of Mr. 
T. W. Davis, who was standing probably twenty 
feet off, causing a painful wound and a slight frac- 
ture.

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HUNDREDS CRUSHED TO DEATH, 


178 Small Children Killed in a Stampede Out of an 
Faglish Theater. 

Lonpon, June 16.—An accident from a crush oc- 
cured at a children’s entertainment at Sunderland, 
England this evening, and 178 of the children were 
killed. From the details, thus far received, it ap- 
pears that sn entertainment had been given in 
Vietoria hall by & conjuror, which was attended al- 
most altogether by children to the number of sev- 
eral thousand. The aceident occurred at the close 
of the performance. The body of the hall had 
been entircly cleared of its eccupants, when some 


1,200 of the little ones came rushing down 
stairs. from the gallery. At the _— top 
of the firat flight of the stairs there was a door, 
which opened only twenty inches, and thus butone 
child could passthrough atatime. At this poiut, 
while the mass of children were pushing forward, 
one of them fell and was unable to rise, owing to 
the others crowding on. The result was that a 
great number were pushed down, trampled on and 
suffocated. The scene was terrible, and no effort 
could stop the mad rush of affrighted children. 
They came on pell mell, though strangely quiet, 
without much shouting. The bodies, which were 
badly mangled from trampling, laid seven or eight 
deep. Many of the victims, and others who 
were not killed, had their clothing torn from their 
bodies. The ages ofthe 178 children known to 
have beer killed, range from four to fourteen 
years. The excitement in the town, when the 
news of the disaster spread, was terrific. Great 
crowds of people rushed to the scene until at least 
20,000 rsons surrounded the hall. The feeling 
was so intense that the authorities ordered out the 
Sixty-eighth infantry to preserve order. The work 
of getting out the bodies of the victims was begun 
immediately. They were laid out in the hall, and 
the parents of those killed were admitted for the 
purpose of identifying the bodies of their chijdren. 
The most heart rendering scenes transpired while 
the work of identification was in progress.

THE PENNSYLVANIA TRAGEDIES, 

The editors of our civilized northern ex- 
changes find themselves face to face with a 
puzzle in crime that gives them considera- 
ble trouble. They. have the command of 
words, and the result is a great variety of 
comment, but the the comment is inconclu- 
sive, A prominent member of a Pennsylvya- 
nia community circulates vile stories about 
the character of a young woman, and mur- 
ders the young woman’s father in the bar- 
gain. He is brought to trial and there is a 
failure of justice more compiete than has 
ever before been witnessed in an American 
court-room. This failure of justice is tardily 
followed by the assassination of the traducer 
and murderer by the brother of the young 
woman and the son of the murdered man. 

There is no doubt that the words of the es- 
teemed civilized northern editors would be 
more conclusive—more authoritative, as it 
were—if this series of crimes had 
occurred in the barbarous south. Their com- 
ment would-be tempered by that fine degree 
of bitterness and malice which characterizes 
all their essays on the people of this section. 
The crimes would be promptly traced to 
the state of society here—to the romantic 
fondness for lawlessness with which the es- 
teemed civilized northern editors have in- 
vested the southernerscreated by Mr. Thomas 
Nast—the men with long hair,broad-brimmed 
hats, and belts bristling with horse-pistols 
and carving-knives. 

But the Pennsylvania crimes are not south- 
ern tragedies. They were committed by men 
with “‘shingled”’ hair,standing-collars, spotted 
crayats and Derby hats. They occurred right 
in the midst of an abounding civilization, in 
the presence of school-houses, and churches, 
and book-stores. Therefore they are puzzling 
One editor says young Nutt should be hanged, 
This editor is plainly a pharisee. He doesn’t 
believe what he writes,. He knows very weil. 
that under the terms of the unwritten law 
that invests a man’s home with sanctity, no 
sane man would vote to hang young Nutt. 

Upon the whole, we are glad the esteemed 
civilized editors of the north have drawn tlie 
line between crimes at the north and crimes 
at the south. The Pennsylvania tragedies 
are outside of our bailiwick. We have noth- 
ing to do with them. We donot propose to 
make any effort to reform Pennsylvania so- 
ciety, or the morals of Pennsylvania society. 
But we bave this to say: 

It is extremly unlikely—indeed it isalmost 
impossible that this series of crimes could 
have occurred in the south. Owing to a bar- 
barous, but, on the whole, a very comfortable 
custom that prevails here, the man who in- 
vades the sanctity of a home knows full well 
that his life is the forfeit. This knowledge 
deterseven the most unscrupulous, and the 
result is really in the interest of law and 
good morals. In the south, Dukes would 
have been shot by the elder Nutt wighout 
ceremony, and thus there would bave been 
no second tregedy. This is primitive, perhaps, 
butit is effectual. We advise our esteemed 
civilized northern contemporaries to adyo- 
cite a similar custom for their section. It 
would be in the interest of good mora's.

MARK TWAIN’S NEW BOOK, 


LIFE ON THE Mississtprt: By Mark Twain. With 
over tnree hun@red iliustrations. Sold by sub- 
scription. Boston: James R. Osgood & Co. At- 
lania: J. H. Chambers & Co. 


This volume is the result of Mr. Clemens’s 
experience or{the Mississippi as a ‘pilot's cub’’ and 
as a pilot in the years before the war. To this ex- 
perience he has added the fresher gleanings of a 
trip made last year from New Orleans to St. Paul, 
and in this volume he has embalmed the literature 
of the great river, imparting to it the all-pervasive 
fiavor of his humor. His experience as a pilot were 
still fresh in his memory, for it is related of him 
that when he was invited to take a turn up and 
down the city front of New Orleans in one of Major 
Wood’s handsome tugs, he took charge of the wheel 
and slapped the obedient littlecraft around among 
the shipping with all the venom of youth—taking 
peculiar pleasure in pursuiug a raven-eyed and 
many-voiced Sicilian who was endeavoring to make 
his way to shore with a row-boat full of rotten ba- 
nanas. 

It goes without saying that Mr. Clemens’s 
book is entertaining; butitissomething more. The 
legends and traditions of the river which he pre- 
serves would be entertaining, though told in the 
baldest way, but Mr. Twain has added to this in- 
terest the dramatic completeness of his humor. Oc- 
casionally, as if by that means to soften and subdue 
his hilarity, he dropsinto statistics. He treats the 
Father of Waters as it deserves to be treated. Its 
history is mainly made up of fun and statistics, and 
Mr. Twain gets at the best of both. 

Reaching New Orleans Mr. Twain devotes two or 
three chapters to the more striking peculiarities of 
the gay city.” He also gives a dig at Sir Walter 
Scott, and persistsin holding the great romancer 
responsible for the capers of the Mystic Crew of 
Comus, aud for the alleged attitude of the south 
with respect to ‘‘chivairy.’’ Itis very easy to prove 
an alibi for 3ir Walter. The genial ‘‘Wizzard of the 
North’’ had nothing to do with the Mystic Crew of 
Comus. This association is the direct result of the 
hilarity attendant upon thecarnival. Inaugurated 
for purposes of amusement, it speedily developed 
into a business affair. Its purpose is to draw visitors 
to New Orleans and the business men of New Or- 
leans investinittothatend. Asa diversion, this 
sort of pageant is rather ancient, but its intention 
is peculiarly modern, as mushso, indeed, as if it 
had been invented by the Hon. Phineas Barnum, 
of Yankville. 

But athousand hasty conclusions of this sort 
would not interfere with the enjoyment of the 
reader, Mr. Twain's book, like Mr. Twain himself, 
isfull of genuine North American fun.

He stated that if the trustees 
would buy enough brick tor a $5,000 house he 
would pay for them and would issue warran’ to 
pay for the work as it was being done, but he would 
not pay for a mountain of brick. And so the matter 
stands.

I doubt if there isa site for a town of importance 
anywhere iu the south that possesses the same nat- 
ural advantages of Oxania, which is proposed as the 
name of the new town—it being an abbreviation of 
the two towns it connects Ox- 
ford and Anniston. The valley, which is 
2% by 1 mile, is perfectly smooth and level, with a 
bold stream running through near the center the 
entire length of it. It is bounded on either side 
with high hills, pregnant with rich irén ore and 
covered with a thick growth of splendid timber.

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THE AUSTELL MAUSOLBUM 


A Superb itructare Erected in Oakland Cemetery ia 
Memory of Alfred Austell. 

One ef the costliest and most beautiful specimens 
of memorial architecture iu the south has just been 
completed in Oakland cemetery by Mr. John Wal- 
ton, of this city, the southern agent of the Smith 


Granite pany, of Westerly, Rhode 
Island. It & maugoleum erected in 
memory of the late Gen Alfred Austell by 


his widow and children. The structure stands 
near the center of the ceme , On one of 
its highest knolis, commanding a fine view of the 
entire groundsand of thecity, Its appearance is 
solemnly imposing and attracts the eye as soon as 
one enters the gates. 7 

Itisa very massive workin the Moesaic-Gothic 
style, almost cruciform in shape, and rising forty 
feet from ite base to the cross and Crown which rest 
uponitsdome. One of the first things noticed on 
a close approach is the perfection of the massive ma- 
sonry. 

The stone is from the famous Westerly quaries 
in Khode Island and was sent out by the Smith 
Granitecompany. This granite is pronounced the 
very best for monumental purposes, and is also 
found in the Rawson mausoleum near that just 
completed for the Austell family. The masonry in 
the Austell mausoleum was done by the most 
skillful workmen andin its smooth finish is more 


like cabinet work than the ar- 
rangement of stone. Not the smallest 
crack ‘or the least chip is to be found to 


mar thé general effect in the main part of the struct- 
ure or in the heavy coping that encircles it. At 
the entrance there are handsome ornaments of the 
Quincy, Mass., granite, whose beautiful black sur- 
face contrasts finely with the light grey .of the wer- 
lerly stone. On the arch over the entrance is the 
letter A raised in German text, and the name “‘Aus- 
tell’ in the same character. The gates are of 
bronze with open work. Shuttles can be fitted on 
the inside at will. The interior is lined with Ital- 
ian marble finely agement and roofed with a 
broad slabof Westerly granite polished like glass 
and lined in artistic curves, There are catacombs 
for twenty-eight bodies. On either side there are 
five double catacombs for adults and three fer chil- 
dren back of the double receptacle in which the 
remains of General Austell rests. This is at the end 
of the vault near its floor. On the slab in front of 
it is a medallion giving aremarkably exact likeness 
of the deceased, chiselled by the artistic hand of 
Nicoli of Cararra, Italy, out of the purest white 
chr) stalia marble. The onlyinscription is, “Born 
January 7, 1814. Died, December 7, 1881.”’ 

Around the medallion is carved a wreath of oak 
and ivy, typifying strength and affection. Over 
the Catacomb stand two statuettes, three feet high, 
alsg the work of Nicoli’s chisel. One represents 
**Memory,’’ scatteriug her flowers, while the other 
is ‘‘??rayer’’ devoutly reading from #2 book in her 
hand. A rich light streams over the figures from 
the stained windows above them on either side. The 
interior of the mauseleum is tiled with Italian 
marble and completes a very rich and impressive 
scene, : 

¥ne foundation was laid with great care, exca- 
vation being made six feet and that filled with 
cemnent. The enormous pile of granite above 
weighs 160 tons, and there are 15 tons of marble on 
the interior. Some of the stones used are very large. 
The girders are 19 feet long,6 feet wide and 12 
inches thick.” The whole makes a béautlful 
struciuré of grey. and of a stone which does nut 
stain by weather, but grows whiter when the sap is 
out. 

The mausoleum cost $16,000, and is very much

ber of Commerce: Gentlemen: Your com 
mittee appointed to investigate and 
select the most eligible spot for locating 


a buildivg for the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, 
and a suitable hall for the use of your body until 
the completion of the proposed building: also to 
suggest ways and means for accon. plishing this 
work, beg leave to report: We, 
That the county commissioners of Fulton county 
offer us free of reut during the construction otf the 
pro d building, a large, well-ventilated and 
well Jighted room in the basement of the new court- 
ouse. 

That we have examined and made thorough in- 
quiry concerning various pieces of property offered 
us by both real estate agents and individual own- 
ers, and aftercareful deliberation we have decided 
that the lot on the east corner of Pryor 
and Hunter streets is the most de- 
sirable we have been able to find for the purpose 
named. Weare offered on thiscorner a lot 28x120 
feet, and the lot adjoining, 2414x125 feet, making a 
frontage on Pryor sireet of 524% feet, and running 
back on Hunter 120 and 125 feet, respectively, with 
a six-foot alley in the rear of the corner lot, and a 
basement on both lots already excavated, for the 
sum of fourteen thousand three hundred and forty 
dollars, and we recommend that these lots be pur- 
chased, and that you appoipt a committee for this 


purpose. 

We will also add that we-are offered for fifteen 
thousand dollars the corner opposite the one 
named. This corner has a frontage of fifty feet on 
Pryor, running back west on Hunter 116 feet: and 
we would recommend that your purchasing cum- 
mittee be placed in position to receive any further 
proposals the owners of both these corners may de- 
sire making, and that you authorize the committee 
to use their judgmentand discretion in the pur- 
chase as between these two lots. 

Our association now hasa membership of 123— 
securing us a fund at this date of over $6,000. We 
feel co: fident that eighty or even more members 
can be readily secured, which would increase the 
total fees from membership to $10,000; and we ree- 
ommend that a committee be appointed to secure 
immediately this additional membership. 

We would aleo recommend that you appoint a 
finance comm.,ttee of three, who shail] have full 
charge of all funds to be used in purchasing the lot 
and erecting the building. 

We also recommend that yeu appointa building 
committee of five, who shall have Pal management 
and control in constructing the building. 

We recommend that $10,000 of the fees from mem- 
cemereses A when collected, be paid by the finance 
committee on the purchase of the lot, and that the 
balance, $4,300. be borrowed on the note of the 
finance committee, the note to be countersigned by 
the president. 

We recommend that the chamberof commerce 
issue $30,000 in bonds of $100 each, bearihg 7 per 
centinterestfrom date of issue; $12,000 of these 
bonds to be due in five years, and $2,000 each suc- 
‘eeding yvar thereafter, till all are due. The bonds 
to be issued for the Fg cari of paying balance on 
the lotand erecting the building on same. 

We also recommend that a buard of trustees, con- 
sisting of three members, be appointed to represent 
the bondholders and the property at interest. 

We recommend that your building committee be 
instructed to at once secure p and specifica- 
tions, and build, ata cost not to exceed $25,000. a

That it may also have the power to re- 
ceive mortgage, sell, rent, lease, purchase and hold 
such real and personal property as may be necessary 
for the legitimate purposes of the corporation or for 
securing debts due to it and to dispose of the same 
at pleasure, and your petitioners pray that thev 
and their successors in office be invested with the 
corporate authority aforesaid and such other cor- 
— powers as may be suitable to the said organ- 
zation and not inconsistent with the laws of said 
state or violation of private rights. 
And your petitioners will ever pray, etc.
